The 
Present quarters, at the corner of Ivy 
and Auburn, heave entirely outgrown 
the demand, fully vindicating the 
judgment of Asa G. Candle: when he 
backed the establishment of this great 
Institution several years ago. 

This hospital has proved to be one of 
the most successful in the city and it is 
in constant demand not only for use 
for clty patients but for those coming 
from every part of the state. It is 
entirely non-sectarian and its doors 
are open to all worthy patients re- 
@ardless of denominations. 

Ase G. Candler now comes forward 
with a proposition that for every dol- 
lar raised to erect a new building, by 
which the W. Memorial hospital 


Will be made the most complete in the 
south, he will give three dollars. 

He has notified the ways and means 
committee of the hospital, and they are 
now at work to raise a fund of $50,000. 
lf they succeed in getting that much 
Mr, Candler will give $150,000, creating 
a building fund of $200,000. 

Mr. Candler, however, with his ous- 
tomary Mberality, does not restrict his 
tareé-to-one donation to any amount, 
large or small, that may be raised as 
the initlal fund. He has notified ‘the 
committee In charge of the mavement 
that Just as often as they make de- 
posits {n amounts of $100 he will at the 
same time cover these deposits tn the 
proportion of three to one. 

“And I want it understood,” says 
Mr. Candler, “that these deposits are 
not to be put in my bank, for I wish 
to entirely disassociate myself with 
the use of this money in any way. I 
Want the committee to feel at liberty 
to make their deposits, as raised, in 
any bank in the city, and upep notice 
of deposit of each hundred dollars I 
will add three hundred. I believe the 
Wesley Memorial hospital has an- 
swered a noble purpose and I am de- 
Hghted at the opportunity to help make 
it the greatest institution of its kind 
in the south.”

“The ways and méans committee of 
Wesley Memorial have under- 
taken a movement to-Gevise a way for 
raising $50,000 to begin building # new 
hospital. Mra, Henry H. Tucker. has 
been appointed chairman and with such 
a leader it will not be long until there 
is a magnificent, up-tedate hospital in 
the place of the old one, which with 
all its hindrances has done so much 
good in rtlieving suffering, and saving 
life. In the seven years this hospital 
has been running, over six thousand 
patients have been treated and over 
$60,000 given away in charity work. 

- “But the present building can ac- 
commodate only 42 patients at a time 
and there are hundreds turned away 
each month. Georgia Methodists must 
have a new and better building in or- 
der to meet the constantly increasing 
demands of a great and growing city. 
All our people are not poor or etingy, 
and we believe the pursestrings of 
Georgia Methodists will open and that 


soon we will have the full amount. 
For every dollar we put In the bank 
Mr. A. Candler, Sr., will put in 


three, and on the first day of Octeber 
Mrs. George Winship will deposit $100 
of the amount which she subscribed, 
and Mr. Candler will then deposit $300. 

“So on that day our nest egg will be 
$400. We want every Methodist to 
send hie name and amount promised 
to be paid any time In the next year 
to Mrs. John A. Miller, Atlanta, Ga, 
care of the Third National bank.

Careless remarks made by de- 
ceased are quoted as significant of 
othér causes for his death Possibly 
the pills for his liver bought by de- 
ceased from the country store were im- 
pure. When defendant's lawyers told 
defendant that If he would admit giv- 
{ng arsenic for malarial fever, he 
would be acquitted, the defendant de- 
nied it, saying he had never adminis- 
tered arsenic and the sheriff swears to 
over-hearing this conversation un- 
known to each of the parties. 

Court Would Have Done so Now. , 


“after a full consideration of this 
case from every aspect, after search for 
truth from every available svurce, I 
believe it my duty to do what the judge 
and jury would likely have done in 
the light of the facts now before me. 
While I belleve the evidence strong, 
yet it ts purely circumstantial. One 
justice of the supreme court dissented 
because of the insufficiency of the evi- 
dence. The entire prison commission 
recommend clemency, I believe it to 
be my duty to commute the sentence 
of death, to life imprisonment, and it 
is so ordered.” 

In the course of his written opinion 
upon the McNaughton case, Governor 
Slaton has some general remarks on 
the duties of governors in such case:

Belfast, Ireland, September 27.—The 
review today of 11,000 Belfast volun- 
teers belonging to the “army of Ul- 
ster,” by Sir Edward Carson, leader of 
the Irish unionist party, attracted 
thousands of people from the surround- 
ing districts and from every part of 
the province of Uleter. Besides the 
four Belfast regiments each of them 
commanded by a retired army or militia 
officer, the Ulster “war staff,” consist- 
ing of General Richards, two retired 
colonels and two retired captains, pa- 
raded. 

When an wey was given for three 
cheers for the union, the largest Union 
Jack !n the world was broken from 
the flagstaff in the reviewing ground 
and the volunteers and the crowds 
Joined in singing “God Save the King.” 

The volunteers were armed with 
dummy rifles as the carrying of fire- 
arms by unlicensed persens ig pro- 
hibited in the British Isles: The usual 
Saturday afternoon sporting fixtures, 
including all the football matches, were 
played earlier than usual, s0 as not to 
interfere with the big event of the

During the march of the volunteers

at their head, a revolver was fired In 
the vicinity of Barrick Hill.

Str Edward Carson, addressing the 
volunteers after the review, sald: 

“All governments must in the ultl-

“As long as you are behind us, 
there can be no question of surren- 
Ger. If ever you are prepared to hand 
yourselves over to the men who in the 
past have shown themselves to be the 
most hostile element in the whole 
United Kingdom to the throne and to 
the gonstitution then, of course, we 
must give way: but I promise you, as 
long as you stand firm, I and those 
associated with me most certainly will 
stand firm, and we never shall have 
home rule.” 


How Ulster Is to Be Treated. 


Edinburgh, Scotland, September 27.— 
The Rig&t Honorable Alexander Urs- 
lord advocate of Scotland, addressed 
his constituents today, referring to the 
Ulster question. He sald the proposed 
provisional government would be 
treated by the banks in the same way 
they would treat a South American 
republic, and that it would collapse 
of its own weight in a few weeks. 

Regarding the suggested confer- 
ence of the political parties, he sald 
that, provided the principle of home 
rule was accepted by their political 
opponents, the government would be 
willing to enter the conference. and 
ready to negotiate upon the question 
of greater representation for Ulster 
in the Irish parliament. They would 
also listen favorably to proposals giv- 
ing Ulster absolute control of its edu- 
cational and religious affairs.

hardiest plants, such as are free from 
diseases and which have the greatest 
percentage of fruit properly located. 
More specfically, the section should 
be made, says State Entomologist E. 
Lee Worsham, with reference to re- 
sistance to black root or wilt disease; 
resistance to root knot and anthrac- 
nose; fruitfulness and earliness; per 
centage of lint; type of plant and dis- 
tribution of fruit on the plant. 

In selecting for resiatance ee black 
root or wilt disease the plant should 
be chosen from that section of the 
field where the ordinary cotton suffer- 
ed greatest damage. Here however, 
the selection should be made of the 
hardiest and most resistant plants, 
hardiest and best developed plants. 


Watch Out for Root Knot. 


Care should also be taken to se- 
lect those plants which are resistant 
to root knot or nematode worms. The 
nematode worm’ is a parasite on the 
roots of plants which causes knots, 
commonly known as nematode galls 
or root Knot. The plant is stunted 
and sometimes killed. As the com- 
mon cowpea is very susceptible to 
this worm, it is dangerous to follow 
such a pea crop-with cotton. The wilt 
resistant strains are somewhat resist- 
ant to root Knot, and the department 
believes by continued selection of the 
most resistant plants, this quality may 
be greatly improved. 

Another thing to be avoided in the 
selection of the seed is anthracnose, a 
fungus disease of cotton which causes 
the bolls to rot and some seasons does 
a great deal of porta 8 occasionally 

igh as 50 per cent of the bolls rot- 
ting off. All varieties of cotton are 
more or less susceptible to anthrac- 
nose. At present the best way to con- 
trol this disease is by rotation of crops 
and by the resistant varieties through 
careful seed selection. A plant badly 
affected by anthracnwse should not be 
selected, even though it is very resist- 
ant to wilt and is well fruited. 

Fruitfulness should be carefully con- 
sidered in seed selection, with a view 
to increasing the yield per acre. Where 
possible, the department. advises the 
selection of the most fruitful stalks by 
comparison. 


Get Early Varieties, 


Earliness is another important point 
in selection, eqpectelly in southwest 
Georgia, where it will be necessary 
next year to meet the invasion of the 
cotton boll weevil... Two ways are 
suggested of securing an early resist- 
ant strain. First by crossing the wilt 
resistant strain with early varieties, 
and second by selecting the earliest 
plants from the resistant strains now 
at hand. It is believed that the in- 
dividual selection of the earliest 
Plants will be the quickest and best 
method. 

The department advises that no 
stalk should be selected which yields 
less than 331-3 per cent of lint n 
its own work it discards all stalks 
that yield less than 34 per cent of 
lint. The only satisfactor ry method of 
determining the quality of lint yield- 


ed by a stalk is to gin each stalk sep- 
arately with a hand gin. 

Care should be taken also as to the 
type of plant chosen. The best stalks 
to select are those having long fruit- 
ing limbs close to the groun and 
with joints close together. The fewer 
large stalking branches a plant has 
the better, provided the fruiting 
branches are more numerous. 

In the matter of distribution and ar- 
rangement of fruit over the stalk, it is 
best to select the plants that have 
the most fruit on the lower part, be- 
cause these begin fruiting earlier. 


Roguing is regarded as an import- \ i 
ant practice in the selection of cotton 
seed. That is, where a fitid is to | 
be - used glare for the selection 
of d, the diseased and stunted 
stalks should be cut out about July 1 
or August 1, to prevent crossing with 
the producing plants and thereby re- 
ducing their resistance. 


Care in Ginning. 

The next thing is proper ginning. 
The cotton selected for seed should 
be ginned on a hand gin, if possible. 
This does away with danger of adul- 
teration or mixture with diseased 
seed. If the cotton is ginned on a 
public gin, all of the seed should be 
removed from the breast of the gin and 
other pee before the cotton is run

he work on the wilt disease of cot- 
con, development of resistant strains 
and &eed selection, has been in charge 
of A. C. Lewis, assistant state ento- 
mologists, since 1905.

~ Upon Joel Hurt’s faith in Atlanta rose the Equitable building in 1892. 
It brought to Atlanta the representatives of huge business interests who 
previously had located in other cities because proper housing could not be 
found here. The Equitable building proved the necessity of modern offices 
and other buildings arose, until today travelers remark, “Atlanta has more 
skyscrapers than any other American city twice its size.” 
Office buildings in Atlanta are occupied rapidly, and business interests 
throughout the south, and in many instances throughout the world, are di- 
rected from them. In New York, while a group of men were being told 
: about the rising Hurt building, one gentleman expressed the opinion that At- 
lanta could not support such,a venture. He declared it his belief that of- 

4 fices then vacant in Atlanta would be of such a number as to prove the city 
already overloaded with office space. Joel Hurt heard of the remark, tele- 
graphed to Atlanta to have the offices here counted and the vacant ones. 
enumerated. Out of three thousand offices counted only nine were found 
vacant, and they were not in modern buildings. 

SPACE IS ALREADY RENTED. 

One-third the space in the Hurt building has been leased before comple- 
tion. It is estimated that by January 1 the building will be occupied 
fully, the tenants coming from outside Atlanta to carry on business in this 
territory. This is being recognized more and more as the best place from 

' which to conduct southern business, and many business enterprises are 
planning to move, not only branch houses here, but their general headquar- 
ters as well. a

4 Thus it is neither the purpose nor the necessity of the Hurt building to 

; draw tenants from other buildings. Office buildings promote the growth of 
any city. Atlanta is the most striking exposition of that truth. Mr. Hurt 
states the proposition that “office buildings do more than any other agency, 
with the possible exception of the railroads, to advance commercial growth.” 
I believe My, Hurt is right, even applying his statement to cities at large, but 
Atlanta, without question, establishes the force of his argument. 

The Hurt building, which Mr. Hurt affectionately calls “a house,” has 
been discussed and planned for ten years. The foundations were laid at 
the earliest moment ,that business conditions seemed to warrant the invest- 
ment. The property on which the Hurt building rests is in the original center 

% of the city. It is customary to regard the center of Atlanta as some distance 
west, since the trend of building has been in that direction. Years ago the 
city’s growth to the eastward was restricted by a solid half-mile of private 
property and buildings without a public street.

In his message Carranza announced 
that he has just received visits from 
representatives of constitutionalists in 
Coahulla, Durango, Zacetecas, Chihua- 
hua, Sinaloa, Sonora and cther states 
and all were in accord with his declara- 
tions. 

“Our alm,” continued the message 
“is to exterminate Huerta and his en- 
tire following of traitors and assassins 
and to prove ourselves good patriots, 
which our country expects us tu be.

STATE ENTOMOLOGIST 
I WARMLY DEFENDED 


Alabama Official Corrects Re- 
ports That Boll Weevil Ex- 
perts Are False Alarmists. 


W. E. Hinds, state entomologist of 
Alabama, has come sharply to the de- 
fense of the Georgia state entomologist 
Lee Worsham, in an article recently 
addressed to the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser and also published in the Al- 
bany Herald, -f this state. Some one 
in southwest Georgia had written an 
article which was printed in fhe Ad- 
vertiser, declaring that the boll wee- 
vil experts, including Entomologist 
Worsham, were false Alarmists and 
that the territory infested by the wee- 
vil was not near so badly injured as 
they claimed. 

The writer went so far as to ex- 
press a doubt as to whether the weevil 
would ever reach southwest Georgia, 
or that {it would do very much dam- 
age when.it came. He claimed. to 
base his knowledge on a personal In- 


spection of boll weewil ravages in 
Louisiana. 
This idea 1s rebutted by Entomolo- 


gist Hinds, who shows from the gin- 
ners’ reports that the cotton produc- 
tion of Louisiana has decreased stead- 
ily from a maximum of 1,113,589 bales 
{n 1904, before the invasion of the 
weevil, to 225,733 bales {n 1910. This 
decrease was entirely due to the rav- 
ages of the boll weevil. In the Red 
River valley, the production of cot- 
ton has been almost entirely aban- 
doned. y

He declares that there are no cll- 
matic or geographical barrier sepa- 
rating Alabama from Georgia at all. 
comparable with the barriers already 
crossed.

MEXIC TROOPS FIRE 
ON U.S SOLDIER 


Detachment of Second Cav- 
alry, U.S. A., Fired On by 
Mexican Cavalry—None of 

| the Americans Wounded. 


E] Paso, Texas, September 27.—A 
detachment of United States troops, 
Second cavalry, was fired upon late 
this afternoon by Mexican federal cav- 
alrymen, the Americans being on duty 
patroling the {nternational border about 
15 miles east ef El Paso. 

None of the Americans was wound- 
ed. The Texas rangers, who were 


nearby, were also fired at by the Mexi- 
cans. 


United States army officers stated 
tonight that their soldiers did not re- 
turn the fire. although there were 
about forty shots fired at them. 

H, L. Rhodes, who was near the 
scene when the Mexicans began shoot- 
ing, Stated that the American troopers 
did return the fire and drove the Mexi- 
cans to cover, It is not known whether 
any Mexicans were injured. 

The American troops were at a patrol 
station on the border about 2 miles 
east of San Elzario, when thirty Mexi- 
can cavalrymen appeared on the Mexi- 
can side. The Mexicans were about 
200 yards from the troopers when the 
shooting began. 

The United States troop authorities 
at Clint, Texas, were notified soon after 
the shooting and went to San Elizario 
to conduct an investigation. At Juarez 
tonight the federal authorities are also 
investigating the shooting. 

The Mexican troopers who fired at 
the Americans composed a scouting 
party which was sent east from Juarez 
this morning. Late tonight the troops 
|had not returned to their barracks at 
Juarez.

Tuesday. ; 


War on Atlanta's police policy— 
whether there shal] be a “tight” town 
as now, or a more liberal rule—and a 
fight for the control of the aldermanic 
board by Mayor James G. Woodward, 
loom up as the paramount issues In 
the aldermanic elections, next Tuesday, 

Mayor Woodward's victory in the 
charter contest made !t perfectly clear 
to opponents of his administration 
policies thet his influence must be 
reokoned with, and to his supporters 
it was demonstrated that there ig no 
better time than the present of get- 
ting control of the upper branch of the 
general council. 

Five aldermanic places are to be 
filled’in January, 1913. In the second 
ward C. H. Kelly will be elected with- 
out opposition, and Jesse Armistead 
will be returned as alderman from the 
seventh. Kelly, while not opposed to 
Mayor Woodward on some questions, 
fg not in sympathy with the mayor's 
“Mberal"” policy. Armistead is under- 
stood to be very Iiberal in his views, 
Particularly on a libéral Sunday law. 


Fight for Aldermanic Board. 


Out of the haze of the perplexing 

political situation, {t was clearly seen 
Saturday that Mayor Woodward is con- 
centrating his fight in the aldermanic 
contests. He is seeking the election 
of W. A. Hancock, from the eighth 
ward; R. R. McDonald, in the third, 
and Amos Braselton, in the fourth. 
Alderman J. H. Harwell retains his 
seat until January 1916. He has sup- 
ported Mayor Woodward in all his 
pelictes, and while his own policy tis 
liberal he is not a radical.

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THE CHARTER OUTLOOK. 

The people of Atlanta want, need and 
eventually will have a new charter or 
sweeping revision of the present charter. 

That fact stands out conspicuously from 
the recent charter election, from the adop- 
tion of the initiative, referendum and re- 
call provisions and from the preliminary 
discussion that has followed fast upon the 
heels of the declaration of the results of 
tha election. 

Only about one-fifth of the registered 
electorate participated in the election. Yet 
the verdict was significantly indicative, tak- 
en in connection with previous tests of sen- 
timent in Atlanta. By rejecting the new 
charter offered, the people declared against 
standpatism with regard to the organic law. 
By adopting the only features that bore hope 
of relieving the long aggravated munici- 
pal situation, the initiative, referendum and 
recall, the people reaffirmed their determi- 
nation to secure charter revision that is fun- 
damental and not fictional. 

But the very adoption of these amend- 
ments, ABGUL CLE eopstituttonality of which 
there seems to ve no doudt, <-ttuses the 
status. A large number of the ruling city 
officials are subject to the recall. The peo- 
ple may Initiate legislation. They may Te 
peal legislation. 
progress toward bringing government closer 
to the people, giving the people what they 
want, The anomaly comes in when it is 
remembered that all this newly-conferred 
power does not better or affect in the 
slightest the cumbersome administrative 
methods against which the people have 
long been at war. 

Because an official may be recalled or an 
ofdinance initiated or repealed, the peo 
ple are not given the least scintilla of re 


. Hef from the old and clumsy board rule, the 


predominance of factions in government, 


‘ the inability to fix responsibility and the 
? general chaos of- authority. These faults 


: are fundamental and these faults still exist 
" in all their sadly proven power for mischief 


and municipal paralysis. 

A situation thus contradictory cannot 
ong exist. It must soon be cleared up, if 
Atlanta is to be rescued from the tank- 
town methods that have enjoined progress 
in the past and that threaten it in the fu- 
ture. ; 

The question becomes one of procedure. 
Two solutions have thus far been offered. 
One is by Alderman C. H. Kelley, of the 
second ward, and the.other by Mayor Wood- 
ard. 

It is significant that Alderman Kelley, 
formerly Hned ‘up against commission gov- 
ernment, or any disturbance of the status 
quo, now recognizes the public demand for 
revision and would meet it. His idea is 
that a non-partisan and non-political com- 
mission of citizens, drawn from all walks of 
life, can meet and agree upon a definite plan 
that will be accepted by all Atlanta. He does 
not: regard the divergence of opinion be 
coaen the- various advocates and opponents

Progress and efficient 
government are grievously handicapped until 
we do throw the present patchwork docwu- 
ment !nto the scrap-heap. The people and 
the politicians may as well realize that fact. 
If the past election taught anything at all it 
taught that a community-demand is not set- 
tled until !t is settled in the right way. 
And the present chaotic status fs very far 
from deserving that classification. 

In this connection, the communication 
of Judge George Hillyer, published on this 
page today, {s significant as emphasizing 
the demand for charter revision and as con- 
ceding the all-important principle of a great- 
er concentration of administrative authori- 
ty. Judge Hillyer vigorously opposed the 
commission form of government, but the 
fact that he concedes that better results can 
be accomplished by smaller administrative 
boards than at present, shows that after all 
the two contentions are not so far apart 
that they cannot be brought together for the 


good of the city. 


AN EXCELLENT APPOINTMENT, 

The appointment of Mr. C. A. Wicker- 
sham as general manager of the Georgia 
railroad affords a notable instance of recog- 
nized merit. 

Mr. Wickersham commenced his rail-

There can be no doubt that the Georgia 
railroad will soon feel the stimulating im- 
petus of the strong hand directing its new 
management, and that the public will prompt- 
ly share the benefit of such improvements 
in the service as may be required to meet 
the constantly increasing demands of traffic 
along this important artery of commerce.

AND THE FARMERS PAY! 


How the stinginess of the rich state of 
Georgia toward her agricultural department 
costs lives, impedes development and dis- 
courages capital from abroad is told ina 
striking interview with Commissioner of 
Agriculture James D. Price, published else- 
where on this page.

For several 
weeks, this paper has undertaken the task, 
drawing widespread commendation alike 
from farmers and business men. We main- 
tained that if The Constitution, with the 
expenditure of a few dollars, could gather 
information of such concrete value to the 
state’s central crop, the department should 
logically take up the work and make it a 


part of its regular program. 


In his interview Commissioner Price 
wholly agrees with The Constitution as to 
the tremendous value of the estimate, an¢é 
also with our contention that its collecuun 
is a legitimate function of his department. 
But he says that, the department being “run 
on a postage stamp basis,” is literally tied 
hands and feet in even so small a matter as 
expenditures involved in this vital crop es- 
timate. His department has a fixed main- 
tenance fund, and it requires pruning and 
paring to make that take care of upkeep. 
He points numberless activities In which he 
knows it should be engaged, but from 
which it is estopped by the shortsightedness 
of the legislature. 

- The farmers, the people and the legisla- 
ture of Georgia should carefully read this 


interview. It is the frst comprehensive 
and authoritative statement of the reasons 
why this department, which touches more 
Georgians than any other state department, 
is not a department of agriculture in prac- 
tice as in name. Commissioner Price wants 
to make his department do for Georgia what 
the federal department does for_the nation. 
He and his assistant, Dan Hughes, are ad- 
mirably qualified for the undertaking. But 
with all their willingness, they are power- 
less unless the farmers and the legislature 
of Georgia give the word. 


70 MEET THE BEEF SHORTAGE. 
The recent convention in Chicago of 
the American Meat Packers’ association 


went on record to the effect that a beef | 


famine was imminent. Unless conditions 
change within the next ten years, it ex- 
pressed doubt as to the source from which 
the meat supply of this country is to be 
expected. So serious is the situation con- 
sidered that the association voted to raise 
$500,000 to conduct a campaign of : 

tion as to beef and hog raising among the 
farmers of the United States. 

The action of the meat packers bears 
out the assertion of William H. Manss, vice 
president and manager of the Southern Set- 
tlement and Development organization, pub- 
Hshed recently in The Constitution along 
identical lines, and urging the farmers of 
Georgia to seize upon the opportunity. The 
statement given out by the Chicago con- 
vention stresses a feature often emphasized 
by The Constitution, in urging the farmers 
of the south to raise less cotton and more 
corn so that they might Have material for 
sustaining a cattle and hog industry. 

Of all southeastern states Georgia is 
best equipped to take advantage of the con- 
ditions that, by the passing of the great 
western ranges, have put other sections 
upon an equality. Georgia has abundant 
grazing space, her climate permits of graz- 
ing practically the year round and her soil 
is splendidly adapted to the growing of 
corn and every variety of forage crop. Her 
command of transportation facilities is pro- 
verbial. In addition, she has, in the Blue 
Ridge region, a territory ideally fitted to 
raise sheep, and the demand for mutton is 
constantly growing. 

The meat packers stressed another point 
applicable to Georgia when they deplored 
the systematic slaughter of young calves by 
farmers, This issue has been emphasized 
by W. H. White, Jr., of Atlanta, the pioneer 
modern packer of Georgia, when he said if 
it were made unlawful to slaughter cattle 
under three years of age, we would go a 
far step toward the re-establishment of the 
beef industry. 

The crisis that threatens the nation af- 
fords undoubted opportunity to Georgia. 
But it is necessary that bankers, merchants 
and business men generally co-operate with 
the farmers, if beef-raising is to be estab- 
lished on a profitable commercial scale. 


THE SOUTH GEORGIA NORMAL. 

Typical of the robust enterprise and the 
development of south Georgia is the story 
told elsewhere of the South Georgia State 
Normal college, at Valdosta. The institu- 
tion was opened last January. When it is 
said that already a new dormitory capable 
of accommodating 150 students is needed, 
it will be seen that the establishment and 
magic growth of the school dramatizes the 
spirit of expansion that has brought south 
Georgia squarely before the eyes of the 
nation. 

Tre fatker of the institution js W. S. 
West, of Lowndes county. Prier te 1998, 
he had long seen the need for such a 
school in that portion of ‘the state. North 
Georgia had at Athens its normal for girls; 
middle Georgia had also its normal at Mil- 
ledgeville. Both of these branches absorbed 
many pupils from south Georgia, But so 
marvelous had been the growth of south 
Georgia that it required a normal school sit- 
uated near its strategic center, if its young 
women were to have access to those sturdy 
educational facillties that characterize our 
modern standards. 

At the legislative session of 1906, Sena- 
tor West {introduced a bill looking toward 
the establishment of the school, he then 
being president of the senate. Then, as 
now, the legislature was put to it to make 
buckle meet tongue. But so eloquent were 
the representations of Mr. West, and so 
strong a following did he muster in house 
and senate drawn from all parts of the state, 
that the general assembly appropriated 
funds sufficient to make a beginning. 

Then, and again with the personal en- 
couragement and 20-operation of Mr, West, 
the city of Valdosta rallfed splendidly to 
the school. Indeed, to the crvic enterprise 
of Valdosta, where the school is situated, 
is due much of the energy that pushed it to 
completion. In January of 1913 the school 
was opened. Construction was not yet com- 
plete, but so pressing was the demand that 
the board of trustees, of which Mr. West is 
logically the president, decided to operate 
even under disadvantages. 

The legislature should deal generously 
with this courageous young institution. It 
fills an important field, for, excepting the 
district agricultural colleges, it is the only 
branch of the university south of Milledge- 
ville and west of Savannah; the only one 
south of Milledgeville that is open to white 
girls. 

The rapidity with which the school has 
grown in patronage is the best argument 
for liberality, a vindication of the determina- 
tion with which Senator West advocated 
its founding, and full justification for the 
legislative act which established the insti- 


tution.

Editor Constitution: The hasty . inter- 


of the recent election was so limited I ask 
you now to let me here.state more carefully 
the cardinal principles which in my opinion 
are essential and best for a city charter. 

(1.) A mayor elected by the clty at 
large, to hold for two years, and he to be 
ineligible for re-election to that or any. oth- 
er city office having any salary for at least 
one year, but.to step down and out absolute- 
ly at the end of his term. - "% 

(2) Three aldermen elected bythe city 
at large each for a term of three years; 
but this term so adjusted that one shall go 
out each year, and the other two hold over. 

(3.) A elty coune!l composed of council- 
men locally elected from their several home 
districts so laid off that they shal] contain 
as near a& may be not more than three 
hundred qualified voters each. Those voters 
to choose their own councilman, at thelr 
own sovereign will and pleasure, without 


dictation or control from outside, and he to 


represent them, and be responsible to them. 
Half the councilmen, say from even-num- 
bered districts, to gO out each year, and 
those from the odd numbered the next year 
so that the term of each councilman will be 
two years. 

(4.) Every alderman and councilman to 
go out at the end of his term, to be Inellgt- 
ble to fill that or any other city office for. 
at least on year, the same as above pro- 
vided In case of the mayor. By this means 
neither mayor, alderman or councilman 
can or will be under any temptation to per- 
petuate themselves in office and thus will 
hardly have any “ring” in Atlanta. 

(5.) Let the school board and sinking 
fund commission remain as they are under 
existing charter. 

(6.) 
divided and arranged under five boards, 
each paving three members elected by the 
aldermen and councilmen and removable by 
them: with the mayor and chairman of the 
appropriate committee added. The three 
board members to be chosen, each from one 
of the three board districts as nearly equal 
in area as may be fair and convenient; the 
three board members to be elected for three 
years and like the aldermen to go out one 
each year. But board members to be 
eligible for re-election at the pleasure of 
the general council 

(7.) A mayor and aldermen chosen as 
above will best tend to, secure business 
knowledge and experience and with the 
boards of only five, each constituted as above, 
will Insure fidelity and efficlency and with 
the necessary accountability. The council 
will be the numerous democratio represen- 
tative body; each member in touch with 
his own people who live near him and who 
know him, and he knowtng them, and 
through him they can always make known 
thelr wants and contend for their rights. 
The whole system will afford the necessary 
checks and balances to restrain greed or 
power on the one hand or unreasoning ex- 
cesses on the other. So that under this 
form of charter the city will have all the 
benefits of mere efficiency claimed for “com- 
mission government,” without any of its 
manifest evils and very great dangers.

In concluding this account of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion in Georgia, the writer feels that 
it is due to her subject, as well as 
to herself, that she should explain 
that the article as originally furnish- 
ed to The Constitution was prepared 
by request for the “Ella F. White Me- 
morial Edition,” but was found to re- 
quire more space than could be given 
to it in that edition, and was retain- 
ed by The Constitution for publication 
in a future issue, and eventually be- 
wan appearing in its present form of 
installments, under the formidable ti- 
tle, “History of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution in Georgia.” Thig 
title and the “installment plan” of 
publication naturally led some readers 
to expect more than was given. In 
an article written for a single issue 
of the newspaper it was necessary to 
omit much that should appear in such 
a history, and especially in the way 
of personal mention. Any history wor- 
thy ofthename would have more to 
Say, not only of the work of the so- 
ciety, but of the splendid women who 
did that work, than could be said in 
such an article. 

Authority for nearly Uall the state- 
ments made in the ,article can be 
found in the published proceedings of 
the state conferences. The writer has 
a full set of these proceedings, and 
she has attended all the conferences 
since that of 1899, at which the state 
organization was formed, except in 
one instance. 


The writer has discovered the fol-

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lowing errors; The name of Mra. 
Mary Hammond Washington was -in- 
advertently omitted in copying the 
lists of harmony state regents. The 
reference to Mrs. Washington as the 
first “regent” daughter was a typo- 
graphical error. It should have been 
“real" instead of “regent.” There are 
other typographical errors. The com- 
mittee appointed under a resolution 
of the state conference of 1904, to 
procure the introduction of a “Geor- 
gia Day” bill in the legislature and to 
work for its passage, was appointed 
after, and not “at” the conference, as 
inadvertently stated. This committee 
(of which the writer was chairman) 
was appointed by Mrs. J. A Rounsa- 
ville, state regent.

GIFTS FOR PRESIDENTS. 
(From ee 

The organization of Eng’ women 
which tendered a statue of William 
Pitt to President Wilson brought an 
interesting point to the attention of 
our people. The constitution says that 
no person holding any office of profit 
or trust under the United States shall, 
“without the consent. of congress, ac- 
cept any present, emolument, office or 
title of any kind whatever from any 
king, prince or foreign state.” As, just 
previously, the question came up in an 
indirect way by the 


ea 


objection which 


the president made to the presentation 
of a wedding present to his daughter 
by public subscription pushed by a 
Baltimore newspaper, the whole matter 
attracted especial attention. 

Gifts to presidents, largely from 
home sources, however, were far more 
common In the case of General Grant 
than in that of any of our other chief 
executives. The popular objection to 
them in that instance was necessarily 
far less than it would have been if 
any other person had been the recip- 
fent. The value of Grant's services to 
the country gave him a place apart 
in the popular regard. He was not 
judged by quite the same standards 
as were applied to other presidents, 
His inexperience in political affairs 
subjected h!m to remarks which were 
often embarrassing, although nobody 
ever charged that the gifts biased him 
in any way in bestowal of office or in 
his attitude toward any great national 
issue. He was one of the most sincere 
and candid of men. 

Nevertheless, many presidents have 
been placed. in rather unpleasant po- 
sitions by the persistence of office- 
seekers and their friends In trying to 
force gifts upon them as a means of 
winning executive favor. “Old Rough 
and Ready” Zachary Taylor was ex- 
posed to particular temptations in this 
way, but his rugged honesty enabled 
him to resist any such blandishments. 
This was true also of Lincoln. Arthur 
received more attentions of this sort 
than any other president from Grant to 
our day. except Roosevelt, who had 
more things of various sorts thrust 
upon him by admirers of all parties 
and all localities than would have 
stocked Barnum’s museum in the old 
days, A

Freedom league, edited by C. Despard 
who has last and always contended 
for equa} rights for women. She has 
suffered much at the hands of the op- 
position forces but she never gives up.

Mrs. Despard’s Letter to Mr. McKenna. 

2 Currie Street, Nine Elms, London, 
S. W., September 2, 1918—To the Right 
Honarable Reginald McKenna, M. P.— 
Sir: A few months ago you granted an 
interview to me and several of» my 
colleagues in the Woman's Freedom 
league. I spoke to you then on what 
1 conceive to be the maladministration 
of justice in this country and the un- 
equal incidence of punishment. 

I desire now to bring before you a 
glaring instance of that of which I 
complain, hoping that if your attention 
has not been drawn to It, you will 
immediately give it your serious con- 
sideration. 

Thousands of British men and women 
are_refusing tu pay the insurance tax 
or to deduct the tax from the wages 
of those whom they employ. 

Some object to this tax on principle; 
others desire to shirk responsibility. 
Suffragists—and I am amongst the 
number—are, in many cases, resisting 
this in common witn other forms cf 
taxation because their rights ef citi- 
zenship are not recognized. There 
have been sundry prosecutions, mostly 
of men in business. I wish to quote 
three cases to show you the different 
treatment meted out te men and women 
in our law courts. Joseph Laster, of 
Doncaster, defaulter for thirty-one 
weeks, was given by McAndrews, the 
magistraté, ‘a fine of 50 shillings, with 
payment of costs. 

Mr. F. Hamblin (Eastbourne), who 
had conscientious. objections, was 
summoned on twenty counts. He was 
ordered to pay fines, costs and arrears 
to the amount of 6 pounds, 14 shil- 
lings arid 8 pence. 

Mrs. Harvey, of Brackenhill, Brom- 
ley, Kent—a suffragist, the first who 
has. been proceeded against for insur- 
ance tax resistance—was summoned, on 
July 21, on ten counts in respect of

‘Her ‘Wealth to Propagate 
Her Perverse Theories of 
Life— She Compiled the 
“Memoirs of a Morphin- 
ist.” 


Moscow September 27.—Esoteric 
Moscow 1s soaked with drugs. The 
whole wealthy West End, which les 
between the university and the Doro- 
gomysch suburb, spends its days con- 
suming and injecting cocaine and 
morphia, and indulging in orgies of 
-“sulphurism” This sounds somewhat 
exaggecrated, but it is the conclusion 
drawn from recent revelations. From 
the evidence. given, and the reports 
of doctors, it would seem that only 
cabmen, muzhiks and yard dvorniks 
escape the genera! craze, and that the 
whole “Intelligentsiya,” covering 
everyone who reads, writes and has a 
black coat to pawn, is made up of 
drug maniacs. No wonder the harvest 
of Moscow doctors grows raidly; no 
wonder the annual doubling of the 


“¢rop of suicide and crime. 


Out of this state of affairs a strange 
and sinister woman emerges. In 
Arbat, in Kaloshin Lane, lived, fill 
last December, the Caucasus princess, 
Trina Dembizzi, who boasted the 
bDisarre title “Sernistiya Imperatritsa” 
—the Brimstone Empress. The em- 
Press was an expert in the science and 
practice of drug-taking, and the use of 

_ drugs in society; she cultivated only 
drug maniacs’ society, and she com- 
piled a privately printed book called 
“Memoirs of a Morphinist,” which con- 
tained a list of 140 Moscow men and 
300 women of wealth and position 
who were given to drug-taking The 
.princess was wholly perverse and un- 
natural. She described morphinism as 
“a glorious crime which feeble man’s 
laws cannot gheck,” and she further 
reveled in the scandals and tragedies 
which newspapers daily report as a 
result of the cocaine and morphia 
erage.

“Scoring” tl.2 Milk Seller. 


There has been much discussion of 
late regarding the efforts made in va- 
rious cities to improve the quality of 
the milk supply. A different aspect of 
the subject has been raised by the In- 
vestigator {n charge of the market- 
milk investigations of the bureau of 
animal industry. He remarks that it 
has been a too prevalent custom in the 
past to lay all of the blame for dirty 
milk on the shoulders of the milk prom 
ducer. While this may be an easy and 
convenient way, to shift the burden of 
responsibility from city to country. it 
is apt not only to hurt the datry indue- 
try unfairly, but to close the eyes of 
reformers and health auttorities to 
questions that lie nearer home. Milk 
inspection, to be complete, must apply 
to the places and modes of delivery as 
well as to the farm and its environ- 
ment. 

Precisely as eystems of “scoring” 
dairy farms have been planned and are 
actually in operation as a basis for 
selling graded milk, so it {s now pro- 
posed to devise a scheme of inspec- 
tion and method of control for the 
stores and distributing plants con- 
cerned tin the milk industry. There is 
the widest variation in the practices 
now prevalent in our American cities, 
In some there is mgorous control ex- 
ercised by efficient health authoritles, 
under whom a ‘license” or a “permit” 
carries with it an assurance of reliable 
supervision. In other places there are 
dead-letter regulationg or no laws 
whatever, There are communities tn 
which the sale of milk in bulk is for- 
bidden; elsewhere {it is freely toler- 
ated. 

The conditions essential for the pres- 
ervation and delivery of milk in a 
sanitary condition are now well known 
in a professional way. It is perhaps 
not too early, therefore, to bring pres- 
sure to bear at every point at which a 
violation of the necessary provisions 
spells failure. To attempt to “stand- 
ardize” stores handling milk and to 
rate them in the public eye along the 
lines which are followed by the fh. 
spectors who safeguard the sources of 
supply of cities like New York, may 
be premature in 1913. But The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical associa- 
tion, discussing this question editori- 
ally, thinks that high ideals are worth 
Striving for. It is not difficult to

The essential difference between the 
two plans : that the Clarke amendment 
would impose a tax of 50 cents a bale 
On all future trades where the actual 
cotton ig not delivered, while the Smith- 
Lever plan would require cotton con- 
tracts to specify government grades 
and would establish a definite method 
of inforcing the delivery. of merchan- 
table cotton at fair market prices. 

Smith-Lever Compromise. 

The Smith-Lever compromise retains 
the tax of one-tenth of one cent per 
pound on all purely speculative cotton 
trading. This tax, however, would be 
reduced to the nominal sum of 50 cents 
for what is known as a “contract” 
embracing 100 bales of 600 pounds 
each, in case the contract speeifies cer- 
tain provisions that make !t conform 
rigidly to the government's standard 
of cotton grading. 

The so-called contract would specify 
the number of bales of cotton involy- 
ed in the contract, the price per pound 
of middling cotton as the basis grade 
at which the cotton is contracted to be 
bought, or sold, the date of the pur- 
chase or sale and the month in ch 
the contract is to be fulfilled or set- 
tled. F 

The contract also must provide that 
the cotton mentioned in the contract 
shall be within the grade limit fixed 
by the secretary of agriculture, which 
is “within the limit middling fair and 
good ordinary, inclusive, on the pres- 
ently existing government standard 
and no other grade or grades,” and the 
contract must. further provide “that in 
settlement of such contract by the 
actual delivery of the cotton jnvolved 
therein, where cotton other than the 
basis grade is delivered, the difference 
above or below the contract price 
which the receiver shall pay for such 
grades shall be determined as herein- 
after provided. 


Te Determine Difference. 


This difference is to be determined 
according to the further provisions of 
the amendment of the actual “commer- 
clal difference in value” of the differ- 
ent grades of cotton established by 
bona fide sales of “spot cotton of the 
same grades,” made in actual trade 
upon the sixth business day prior to 
the settlement of the contract in the 
market where the future transaction 
took place, or is consummated. 

If there is no spot cotton market at 
that point, the prevailing prica is to 
be established by securing the gen- 
eral average in five other spot cotton 
markets, and these murkets ar. re- 
stricted to places that shall be desig- 
nated as bona fide markets by the sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

Representative Underwood said to- 
day that when the tariff conference 
report is taken up in-the house Mon- 
day or Tuesday he will offer the Smith- 
Lever cotton futures tax plan as an 
amendment. Senator Simmons later 
said he did not expect the senate to 
change its attitude, or to accept the 
compromice, in which case the entire 
futures tax probably would be dropped 
out. .

“WHEN CANAL OPENS 


Washington, September 27.—A mes- 
sage of hope for a reduction of the 
price of beef to less than one-half of 
what it costs today, which would be a 
big help in solving the cust of living 
problem, has been brought to the 
American people by Augusto R. Legula, 
former president of Peru, who !s now 
in this city. 

He made the declaration that with 
the opening of the Panama canal and 
a reduction of 2,000 miles in the com= 
mercial distance between the United 
States and Peru, beef could be deliv- 
ered in New York for ten cents a pound 
from his country. 

Figures made public by the depart- 
ment-of commerce show that during 
the first few months of the present 
fiscal year there were increases of sev- 
eral millions of pounds of beef coming 
principally from Argentina and Aus- 
tralia, which averaged in price from 7 
to 10 cents a pound.

If a careless of unscrupulous con- 
tractor allows too much sand to get 
into the plaster the walls soften and 
scale off. That kind of a wall is 
cheap because sand is cheaper than 
the lime and cement. But the builder 
employs another plaster contractor on 
the next job.

The school has become the 
social center of the community where 
parents, children and friends assemble 
for pleasant intercourse. Five years 
of work on the part of the federation 
has accomplished this, and more. 

“Up to May 10, 1913, 110 pupils had 
been enrolled. Since that time a num- 
ber of new pupils, All who were able, 
paid tuition fees $1.00 per month. Those 
who were not able were given advan- 
tage of public school fund from Haber- 
sham and Rabun counties. There were 
seven scholarships maintained during 
the year: two Wesson Oil scholarships, 
Mrs. F. J Merriam, Mrs. H. H. Tift, Mrs.

The School and the Power Company.

Commissioner of Agriculture J. D.

Valdosta, Ga, September 27.—(Spe- 
eial Correspondence.)—In the summer 
of 1906, Col. W. S. West, then president 
of the atate senate, Introduced a bill to 
create in south Georgia a new normal 
college, having the same general pur- 
pose and plan as the two similar in- 
stitutions in north and middle Georgia. 
The chartér was written broad and 
liberal—almost as comprehensive as 
that of the university itself. But be- 
cause of the gradually tightening con- 
dition of the treasury and the urgent 
needs of other branches of the uni- 
versity system, no appropriation was 
made at the time for acate or 
maintenance. 

At last, by the summer of 1911, the 
need of such a college in south Georgia 
became so urgent that it was evident 
something must be done. The two 
normal colleges in north and middle 
Georgia: were overflowing with stu- 
dents, -and_ the rapidly-advancing 
section of the agate was 
not being developed proportionally in 
the matters of higher education and 
the training of teachers to supply its 
rapidlylgrowing public schools, Some- 
thing had to be done. Hon. W. L. 
Converse and Hon. C. R. Ashley, then 
representatives from Lowndes county, 
demonstrated this fact so conclusively 
that the legislature decided to make a 
start, though the straightened condi- 
tion of the state treasury would not 
permit much at the time. As one mem- 
ber of. the legislature said, “We will 
make a start; future legislatures will 
develop and enlarge our beginning ac- 
cording to their ability.” So the gener- 
al assembly appropriated $30,000 for a 
building and equipment on condition 
that the city of Valdosta provide a 
campus of 50 acres for the college. 

The college was fortunate from the 
start in that the board of trustees 
consisted of broad-minded business 
men, most of whom had served on 
boards of other educational institu- 
tions. The board was fortunate in 
having at their service from the start 
the sound professional judgment of 
Chancellor D. C. Barrow, of the uni- 
versity, and of State Banertytendens Mm 
Lt ‘Brittain. 


THE SITE IDEAL. 


When the board met to select a site 
for the college, the city of Valdosta 
showed at once that it meant business. 
Several sites were offered. The board 
preferred one facing the principal resi- 
dence street of the city and ideal in 
every way. This tract contained 60 
acres, and was worth two or three 
times as much as any other place of- 
Serek: but there was no hesitation. The 
city gave the site and began at once, at 
the cost -of $20,000 the construction of 
a sewer to serve the institution. “The 
best we can give is none too good,” 
was the motto of the city. 

As soon as the site was secured the 
board proceeded to elect a president of 
the institution, who should be their 
responsible advisor from the begin- 
ning. They selected a native of south

The city again met the eituation. It 
added $25,000 to the $80,000 of the state 
and made a dormitory possible. But 
instead of building two little houses, 
neither of which could be a worthy 
beginning of what was chartered to be 
one of Georgia’s great educational in- 
stitutions, the board decided to build 
fone house ‘to be used as both admin- 
{stration building and dormitory. So 
they proceeded to build one of the 
largest, most beautiful and most sub- 
stantial college buildings in the state 
—a structure in every way worthy of | 
the dignity cof a great state institu- | 
tion. The lower floor of this building! 
is used for teaching purposes; the up-i 
per floor for dormitory, dining room, ! 
etc. Eventually it will be used en- 
tirely as a dormitory. 


The structure is in the shape of a 
capital L, 275 feet one way by 125 feet 
the other. It is of a very beautiful 
Spanish Mission style, airy, sunny, 
with deep over-hanging eaves. It ts 
only two stories high, thus doing 
away with the necessity of girls climb- 
ing high staire; it is, provided with 
three Interior stairways and one ez- 
terlor, thus avoiding all personal dan- 
ger from fire. It.1s also equipped with 
stand pipe and fire hose. 

It has screens in all dormitory, ain- 
ing rvom and kitchen windows and has 
abundant perfectly pure artesian 
water, hot and cold, in every room. It 
has ample bath rooms and every other 
requirement of the most exacting 
standards of sanitation. Everything 
possible has been done for the health 
and safety of students. There is no 
more healthful place any where. 


In both class rooms and living rooms 
the furniture ts of the strongest and 
simplest design, meeting alike the re- 
quirements of comfort, use and beauty. 
The building and all its equipment are 
built to stay—no frills, fuss or fads, but 
everything suitable to the beginning of 
a great, permanent institution of a 
great state. 


PROVISION FOR TEACHING. 


So liberally had the city of Valdosta 
co-operated with the state in the mat- 
ter of a college piant, and !n such a 
satisfactory way was the board carry- 
ing out the beginnings of a noble state 
college, the genéral assembly in 1812 
appropriated a maintenance sufficient 
to establish the work on a permanent 
basis. 


As soon as this appropriation had 
been passed the board instructed the 
president to proceed to secure a facul- 
ty. The order was: “Get the strongest 
you can find for the money available. 
Get the people at the start that you 
expect to head departments when the 
college is full grown. Consider -char- 
acter first and scholarship. and suc- 
cessful experience as equal factors,” 
These instructions were scrupulously 
carried out. The faculty is composed 
of as strong a group of teachers as 
were ever assembled in any echoo! in 
the squth.

ever, to an unprecedented year of rain 
in south Georgia, the building was not 
nearly complete. But when the day 
and the hour to open came, the college 
opened. The carpenters and pipe fitters 
ceased to hammer for an hour while 
the school was formally dedicated. The 
governor-elect (now governor) and the 
chancellor of the university made the 
addresses of the occasion. Several 
prominent friends added words of 
good cheer and God-speed. 

And a new college was open. Work 
began at once. In spite of the fact 
that the school started in the middle 
of the scheol year, and that the build- 
ing was far from finished, there was a 
very satisfactory number of students. 
The dormitory was about half filled. 
A finer group of students~it-would be 
hard to find. 

The work of this first term was very 
valuable as a kind of “try-out” of the 
organization, and amply justified the 
wisdom of the board in opening the 
middle of the year. 

The real opening of the college has 
Just taken place. The dormitory space | 
was all filled. A number of students 
found places in the homes of relatives 
in Valdosta, and still others could not 
come because they could not be given 
@ place in the dormitory, and their 
parents: were not willing to have them 
board in private families. 

The presifent has already opened 
negotiations for two or three large 
houses near the college that may be 
available next fall, to take care of the 
great overflow that is certain to come. 
But even this can serve the needs of 
the institution only tempararily. An- 
other dormitory that can serve 150 
students is an urgent need of the in- 
stitution—an urgent need of south 
Georgia, whose daughters would fill it 
as soon as it could be built.

when they have disappeared should be 
thoroughly rinsed, as oxalic acid is 
very strong and if left on any fabric 
will eat it, The solution if kept in a 
Sool place will keep for a long while 
without deteriorating. The foregoing 
of course is applicable to any white 
Jace or fabric, colors {t is likely to 
bleach. However all Irish lace is white, 
unless dyed, and the former only is 
under consideration.

GREF OF MRS COLEMAN 
A PTFUL SIGH 


Fears Are Entertained by Her 
Family and Friends—New 
Evidence Discovered. 


Grieving over the death of her 
daughter, Mary Phagan, who was 
found murdered in the National Pencil 
factory, and for whose death Leo M. 
Frank has been sentenced to hang, the 
condition of Mrs. J. W. Coleman 1s 
causing grave fear among her friends. 

Physicians say that unless the load 
of sorrow is lifted early from her 
mind, she is likely to become subject 
to a hysteria that would be fatal. 
Friends and relatives visit her con- 
stantly seeking, without avail, to con- 
sole her and enliven her spirits. 

Except the few days which she at- 
tended the trial of Frank, Mrs. Cole- 
man has rarely left her home on Lind- 
say street. For the most part she has 
been cunfined to bed from nervous and 
physical breakdowns. Her husband is 
always by her side, and a number of 
kinfolk have become residents of the 
home so that they might attend the 
grieving mother, 

To add to her sorrow, Mrs. Coleman 
lost her mother during tye progress of 
the trial. The parent, who had 
reached a ripe age, died during the 
famous speech of Solicitor Dorsey. It 
was the following day when Mrs. Cole- 
man broke into the pathetic outburst 
that brought tears to half the court- 
room, 

Mrs. Coleman is nearly fifty years 
of age. She is a mother of five chil- 
dren. She was unusually fond of the 
child, and news of the crime prostra- 
ted her for seven days or more. Her 
condition now necessitates daily attene 
tion of her physician, who its prevail- 
ing upon her to take an out-of-town 
trip. 

Police headquarters was deeply con- 
cerned last night over a mysterious 
visit of Mr. Coleman to Chief Lan- 
ford. The step-father was closeted 
with the chief for considerable while 
in secret conference, following which 
Mr. Coleman left headquarters in com- 
pany with two detectives.

It 
was intimated, however, that new evi- 
dence has been obtained in the famous 
murder case. This belief was made 
stronger by a recent conference by Mr.
